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Valley pinched in 
gasoline squeeze 


'Fill 'er up' an extinct phrase?

Motorists in the Pomona Valley will 
begin to feel the squeeze of the tightening 
gasoline shortage this week. 


Auto owners will be finding more and 
more of their favorite service stations 
closed on Sundays and at nights, and it 
m ay not be long before dealers will be 
asking customers to limit their pur­ 
chases. 


As a m atter of sad fact, “ fill ’er up” 
m ay be a no-no before sum m er’s end. 
Several m ajor oil companies notified 
Pomona Valley gasoline retailers last 
week of new, stricter allocations of sup­ 
plies. 


Some of those allocations were quotas, 
limited to same amount as dealers’ 1972 
orders, but other companies announced 
supply cutbacks of up to 15 per cent. 
A spokesman for one of the m ajor oil 
company distributors in Pomona said the 
lim itations on gasoline supplies to retai­ 
lers were ordered by the oil companies 
because it’s impossible this year to sup­ 
ply the gas demand of Southern Califor­ 
nia motorists during the peak sale period 
of the sum m er months. 
The allocations will affect all classes of 
the industry’s trade, including truckers 


and contractors, as well as service sta­ 
tion dealers, he said. 
Chuck Smith, who owns a Chevron sta­ 
tion at Central Avenue and Riverside 
Drive in Chino, said he was notified by 
Standard Oil of California that his station 
would be limited to the monthly m axi­ 
mum purchases he made last year. His 
allocation was made retroactive to May 
1, he said. 


“ It’s a completely new ball game for 
all us in the service station business,” 
Smith said.

Rogers opens broad 
Latin American tour 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - U.S. Secret­ 
ary of State William P. Rogers arrived 
Saturday to start an eight-nation mission 
through Latin America—the most exten­ 
sive visit to the area by a secretary of 
state in 40 years. 


He faced a busy weekend schedule in 
Mexico City that included talks with the 
highest Mexican officials on issues rang­ 
ing from narcotics traffic to the salinity 
of the Colorado River. 
Rogers was greeted at Mexico City air­ 
port by foreign Secretary Emilio O. Ra- 
basa. 
Tight security prevailed and Roger’s 
schedule of activities was kept secret 
until shortly beiore his arrival at 11:35 
a.m. aboard a U.S. military jet from 
Washington. 
The first thing Rogers did was to 
thank the Mexican government for ob­ 
taining the safe release of kidnaped U.S. 
consul general Terrence G. Leonhardy 
from guerrillas last Monday at Guadala­ 
jara. 
“ I convey the thanks of President Ni­ 
xon and the thanks of the people of the 
United States to President (Luis) Ech- 
everria and the Mexican people,” Rogers 
said. 
In his arrival statement, Rogers also 


stressed the “ frankness” of U.S.-Mexican 
relations and said his Latin American 
tour “will be concerned with a relation­ 
ship of realism, equality and equity be­ 
tween the United States and other mem­ 
bers of the American com munity.” 


After the brief airport ceremony Rogers 
was taken immediately to Mexico’s fa­ 
mous Museum of Anthropology for the 
symbolic return of stolen Mexican Indian 
relics, recovered during a recent narcotics 
raid in Los Angeles, Calif.

which there may be a joint statement on 
the issue of the salinity of the Colorado 
River, a problem both governments con­ 
sider one of the most serious in their 
bilateral relations.

Astronauts relaxing 
Skylab launch Monday

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — While the 
Skylab 1 astronauts relaxed in Houston, 
ground crewmen Saturday pushed the 
countdown with clock-like precision to­ 
ward Monday’s launch of the world’s lar­ 
gest spaceship for 140 days of manned 
flight this year. 
If

station 
reaches a good orbit and unfolds its in- 
t r i c a t e assembly normally, Charles 
“ Pete” Conrad, Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin 
and Paul J. Weitz will be launched 
Tuesday to man the station for 28 days. 
Skylab already is loaded with 2,100 
pounds of canned, frozen and dried food, 
6,000 pounds of water, 1,200 aspirin, more 


than 700 pieces of clothing and thousands 
of other items to support three crews for 
20 weeks of flight around earth. 
The second Skylab crew is scheduled 
to go up Aug. 8 for 56 days in space. The 
third Skylab crew is set for launch Nov. 
9 to spend another 56 days in Skylab and 
close out the two-level, eight-room space 
base. 
The objective of the $2.5 billion pro­ 
gram is to push back the threshold of 
manned spaceflight capability and 
to 
amass medical, scientific and engineer­ 
ing information to help both men on 
earth and future men in space.

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Nixon’s lawyer, aide got cash 
$600,000 'blank check'

Sloan Jr., President Nixon’s former re- 
election treasurer, has testified he gave 
$600,000 in campaign funds to Nixon’s 
personal lawyer and a White House aide 
for unknown purposes, according to court 
records. 
“ I can’t imagine what any individual 
would be paid that amount of money per­ 
sonally for,” Sloan said. “ I think ob­ 
viously there would be a secondary7 dis­ 
tribution of the funds.” 
Sloan made his statements in a pre­ 
trial deposition for the Democrats’ S6.4 
million civil damage suit against the 
Committee to Re-elect the President. 


The case has grown out of the June 17 
bugging of Democratic national head­ 
quarters in the Watergate complex. 
The 180-page deposition reveals that 
Sloan was questioned closely by Demo­ 
cratic lawyers about contributions and 
disbursements that he handled — often 
cash in his office safe — prior to April 7, 
1972. Federal law required full disclosure 
of all financial transactions after that 
date. 
Sloan was a White House staff assis­ 
tant before becoming treasurer of the Fi­ 
nance Committee to Re-elect the Presi­ 
dent in March, 1971. He resigned that 
post last July in protest of “some of the 


things (he was being) asked to do.” 
During that period, Sloan said $900.000 
to $950,000 was made in disbursements to 
various individuals, generally from safes 
kept in his office and that of former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice H. Stans, 
Nixon's finance chairman. 
Among these disbursements, he said, 
were: 
—$350,000 in cash in a briefcase to 
Gordon Strachan, who recently resigned 
as general counsel for the U.S. Informa­ 
tion Agency and who at the time was 
political liaison for then White House 
chief of staff H. R. Haldenian.

Spanish-Americans suffer 
most social ills-survey 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Americans ot 
Spanish origin tend to be poorer, you­ 
nger, in larger families and not so well 
educated as Americans of other ethnic 
background', according to U.S. Census 
Bureau data released Saturday. 
The data, based on surveys in March, 
1972, showed that the largest ethnic 
group in the United States is of English, 
Scottish or 
Welsh 
background. 
This 
group numbers about 29.5 million and ac­ 
counts for about 14.4 per cent of the U S. 
population. 
The German ethnic group is next in 
size with 25.5 million, 12.5 per cent of the 
population. 
There were 16.4 million Irish, 8 per 
cent of the population. The 
Spanish 
group numbers 9.2 million and includes 
those reporting Mexican, Puerto Rican, 
Cuban and Central or South American 
origin or other Spanish origin, according 
to the census data. 
“Persons of Spanish origin on the av 
erage are quite young,” the census data 


said. “The median age of persons of 
Spanish origin in 1972 was 20.1 years, 
considerably below the national average 
of 28 years.” 
More than one-third of the Spanish-or- 
»gin Americans were under 14 years old 
in 1972. 
“The families with a head of spantsh 
origin were larger than all families in 
the nation and they abo had lower in­ 
comes than all families in the nation,” 
the report said 
“Among the families oi Spams ongin, 
57 per cent contained four or more per­ 
sons, including 22 per cent that contained 
six or more persons.” 
The median income of the families 
with a head of Spanish origin was $7,600 
in 1972 while for the nation, the median 
family income was $10.350. 
“ Persons of Spanish origin had rela­ 
tively lower levels of educational attain­ 
ment than the total population of the na­ 
tion, but there is evidence that consid­ 
erable improvement is being made,” the. 
report »aid.

bombed troops 
in S. Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI) — For the first time 
since the cease-fire went into effect near­ 
ly 15 weeks ago, the Viet Cong charged 
Saturday that American warplanes have 
been bombing inside South Vietnam des­ 
pite the truce. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said with­ 
out elaborating that the charge w'as 
“ false," but an informed source said 
there was a possibility American plan s 
had flown over the border by mistake 
while on bombing raids in Cambodia. 
Col. Duong Dinh Thao, a Viet Cong 
delegate to the two-party Joint Military 
Commission (JMC), said U.S. B52 bom­ 
bers, F4s and F105s had bombed along 
the Cambodian frontier as deep as four 
miles inside South Vietnam and that 
B32s had pounded the same frontier area 
of South Vietnam’s Tay Ninh Province 
since April. 
A Hanoi broadcast quoting the Viet 
Cong’s Liberation Press Agency said 
U.S. aircraft repeatedly raided the area 
from May 2 to May 9. 
It was the first time tfie Communists 
had accused the United States of bom­ 
bing anywhere in North or South Viet­ 
nam since the Jan. 28 cease-fire, al­ 
though they have frequently cited alleged 
reconnaissance flights. Thao said the 
PRG would make a

against the bombing to the four-nation 
International Commission for Control and 
Supervision (ICCS). 
“ In April of 1973, hundreds of B52 sor­ 
ties were ordered to bomb Cambodian 
territory,” Thao said.

The millions of new cars devour gaso- 
liine and are much less efficient in gas 
milage performance “due to the pollution 
devices attached.” That’s one of the 
causes of the increased demand, he said. 
”We should have built 15 new refineries 
in the laast 10 years, but environmental­ 
ists don’t want to see those new refi­ 
neries built, and 
so they weren’t,” 
Schoneman said. 
“We have plenty of crude oil, but we 
can’t use high sulphur crude in Califor­ 
nia, so we have to import supplies. 
“Transporation is another big problem. 
All of the refineries in Southern Califor- 
na are centered in the harbor area and 
the Southern Pacific pipline which sup­ 
plies many of the major companies sim­ 
ply isn’t a big enough line to bring in as 
much as we need inland.”

LA VERNE - A 10-ton, fi­ 
berglass and teflon roof will 
be raised beginning Monday 
on the first permanent en­ 
closed fabric-roofed structure 
in the United States, the La 
Verne College Student Center, 
now more than 75 per cent 
complete. 


The lightweight, $3 million 
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building, considered a miles­ 
tone in membrane structure, 
will house a fine arts building, 
gymnasium, student union and 
satelite facilities. 


Controlled air temperature 
will be provided throughout 
the 68,000-square-foot building. 


The roof-raising involves a 
new construction concept, ac­ 
cording to Willis Bell, mech­ 
anical engineer with Shaver 
Partnership, the design firm. 


He compares it to the con­ 
struction of a bridge because 
of the steel cables under the 
fabric roof. 
The 10-ton covering wilü be 
raised by crane in four sec­ 
tions and secured in place 
over four 65-foot telescopic 
poles located in the center of 
the gymnasium. 
The roof pieces weigh 5,000 
pounds each. Eventually they 
will be attached with steel 
clamps to the steel cables. 
Jacks will be used to sup­ 
port the fabric roof until the 
poles are extended to their 
specified heights.

Brown credited the threat 
of legal action with “forcing” 
the disclosures. 
He called 
United for California 
“the 
state’s largest secret cam­ 
paign organization.” 
Heading the list of con­ 
tributors were Standard Oil of 
California, 
Broadway-Hale 
Stores of Los Angeles, Fluor 
Corp. of Los Angeles, Ralph 
M. Parsons Co. of Los Ang­ 
eles, Santa Fe International 
Corp. ol Orange. Hydril Co. of 
Los Angeles, and Challenge- 
Cook Brothers Inc. of In­ 
dustry, each of which gave 
$6,000. 
A number of other large 
firms were reported to have 
given from $3,000 to $5,000 to 
the organization. Among them 
. were Del Monte Corp. of San 


Francisco, Humble Oil and 
Refining Co. of Houston, Gulf 
Oil of Pittsburgh, Shell Oil of 
Los Angeles, V.T.I. Corp. of 
Los Angeles and Wells Fargo 
Co. of San Francisco. 
The money, in turn, was 
used to help 66 candidates for 
the state legislature with con­ 
tributions in the $1,000 to $5,- 
000 range. 
The names of most of the 
candidates were known be­ 
fore, since they listed United 
for California as a donor on 
their own finance reports. 
Most of them were Republi­ 
cans or conservative Demo­ 
crats, and the preponderance 
were successful in their elec­ 
tion or reelection bids. 
Although most candidates 
reported United For Califor­ 
nia funds as outright dona­ 
tions, George Shellenberger, 
the retired Beverly Hills busi­ 
ness executive who coordi­ 
nated the group’s activities, 
said the money did not go 
directly to candidates. 
“We don’t trust any of the 
candidates,” he said at the 
time. 
Shellenberger 
explained 
that the money was paid to 
advertising or printing firms 
or other businesses for cam­ 
paign services.

Castrate repeating 
rapists, ¡ury urges 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
Baltimore grand jury has rec­ 
ommended castration as “the 
only effective deterrent” for 
repeat offenders for the crime 
of rape and restoration of the 
death penalty in cases of first 
degree murder. 
In a term-ending report is­ 
sued Saturday, the panel con­ 
cluded that “short-term pri­ 
son sentences 
and 
limited 
psychiatric care are rarely 
helpful. Castration, a drastic 
measure to be sure, seems to 
be the only effective deterrent 
when all else has failed to 
rehabilitate the rapist.” 
The grand jury, which sat 
during the first four months 
of the year, said, “we feel the 
penalties for these crimes are 


not sufficient. . . and a much 
more forceful stand should be 
taken.” 
The jurors said they were 
shocked and amazed at the 
“damnable diabolic and de­ 
testable crimes” they have 
faced, noting that most rap­ 
ists have been convicted of 
similar offenses on previous 
occasions. 
The death penalty, which 
has been urged in the past by 
Gov. Marvin Mandel. should 
apply for “taking the life of 
all citizens and not just prison 
officials,” the jury said. 
The grand jury also recom­ 
mended legalized prostitution 
and 
gambling, 
saying 
the 
state could benefit from their 
operations.

Riegle likewise has no im 
mediate projects of moving 
up. and notes he made his 
switch “ai a time when 1 was 
the furthest, in terms of an 
opportunity, from an option to 
seek higher office.”

Michelle is a 
rosy-cheeked, 
pigtailed six-year-old who, six 
months ago. could not eat. 
dress herself or even play 
without, 
help. 
Now 
she 
is 
learning 
to do 
all 
those 
things, thanks to a new pro­ 
gram lor the retarded. 
Jeff, vlike Michelle, is con- 
s i d e r e d 
“profoundly 
re­ 
tarded,” which means he has 
an IQ under 25 and theoreti­ 
cally 
is 
completely 
untrai- 
nable: incapable of learning 
the most basic skills to care 
for himself— feeding, dress­ 
ing, toilet training. But Jeff, 
like Michelle, is learning 
Many if not most of the 
250.000 Americans l i k e Jeff 
and Michelle are institutiona­ 
lized at an early age. aban­ 
doned by society as hopeless, 
to exist in often squalid, depr­ 
essing surroundings. 
A program called “Rain­ 
bows Unlimited” is one an­ 
swer to such neglect. It has 
brought together a group of 
nonprofessional 
volunteers 
who are attempting with a do­ 
zen children what many pro- 
f e s s i o n a l s refuse to try: 
Teaching the unteachable. 


Rainbows 
founder 
Linda 
W’eir was giving Jeff a speech 
lesson when a reporter looked 
in. Jeff is eight years old and 
cannot walk; he is an attrac­ 
tive, 
thin 
boy 
with 
shiny 
black hair. But his blue eyes 
looked clouded and confused, 
and his gangly frame was 
perched 
awkwardly 
on 
a 
straight-backed chair. 
Miss Weir, a perky, plea­ 
sant blonde, sat lacing Jetf. 
She wedged his knees be­ 
tween hers and held up a 
brightly-speckled beach ball. 
“Jeff, this is a ball. Say 
bbbaaalll.” 
‘Bbuh ” 
“Yes, 
that’s 
good,” 
she 
said, handing him a bit of po­ 
tato chip. 
She explained to the visitor 
that even if Jeff makes onlv 


part of a sound, he is re­ 
warded. 
“Jeff, do this. Pot-tee.” 
“Grah.” 
“No,” she said sharply, and 
turned her head away for a 
few seconds 
After a few more tries. Jeff 
began to lose interest in the 
lesson. Miss 
Weir let him 
crawl away. 
“The main thing with these 
kids is controlling them, their 
attention span is so short,’ 
she noted. “Five months ago. 
you couldn’t even get Jeff to 
look at you.” 
Michelle, like Jeff, cannot 
concentrate 
her 
gaze 
f°r 
more than a few seconds. Her 
vacant green eyes took in the 
visitor 
uncomprehendingly, 
then soon began wandering 
randomly about the small but 
cheerful room where she was 
about to take a lesson 
in 
dressing. 
A woman volunteer—one is 
assigned to each child—held a 
bit of cookie in on« hand, a 
metal embroidery hoop In the 
other. Michelle had to reach 
through the hoop to get the 
reward. It was the first step 
in the long, trying process of 
teaching Michelle 
to dress 
and undress herself. 
The hoop was maneuvered 
so Michelle could only get to 
the cookie by going through 
the hoop. Then she had to 
take the hoop off, for which 
she was also rewarded. 


While 
Jeff 
and 
Michelle 
took their lessons. Rainbow’s 
other students played in the 
school’s main activities area, 
a spacious, well-lighted room 
adjoining the smaller lesson 
rooms. 
It is not ordinary play. You 
do not heaT the babble of nor­ 
mal 
children 
laughing 
and 
fighting. These sadly retarded 
children do not play together; 
they are wrapped up in their 
own cocoons of bewilderment. 
Their eyes roam as if en­ 
dlessly searching for someth­ 
ing they can recognize; their 


lips rarely move except to 
cry; 
their 
bodies 
wander 
aimlessly in a halfstumbling 
gait or crawl. 


It is a heart breaking sight 
But Miss Weir and her volun­ 
teers are unraveling, bit by 
bit, these cocoons of retarda­ 
tion. 
Wher these children came 
to Rainbows at its founding 
late last year they could do 
nothing for themselves. Now, 
Miss Weir said, all are toilet- 
trained to varying degrees, 
they all can feed themselves, 
and each i9 learning at his 
own rate other skills so com­ 
monplace 
to 
ordinary 
hu­ 
mans. 
The method is called oper­ 
ant conditioning, which, sim­ 
ply explained, is a way of 
changing behavior, or direct­ 
ing behavior in a certain di­ 
rection. by positive and nega­ 
tive reinforcement of actions. 
It is based on the premise 
that you do not need to know 
why someone is abnormal be­ 
fore you can treat the abnor­ 
mality. 
“Let’s face it,” Miss Weir 
said. “Nobody’s ever going to 
spend a lot of money on these 
kids. We can have programs 
with nonprofessionals if we 
have three things: 
“One, the program has to 
be written so success is inhe­ 
rent with each child. In other 
words, you have to start with 
something he can do and then 


work up. 
“Two. you have to put it 
into terms the child can un­ 
derstand and show him that 
it’s worthwhile to learn it. He 
has to have an incentive. 
“Three, you have to believe 
they can do it. Otherwise you 
could not work with 
these 
kids.” 
Critics have said that oper­ 
ant 
conditioning 
has 
been 
used to train apes to work 
puzzles. This, they have said, 
is no way to work with hu­ 
mans. Miss Weir replies with 
a simple pragmatism: Every­ 
one else has given up, and, 
“It works, doesn’t it?” 
The goal of Rainbows is to 
train retarded children to the 
point where others will be­ 
come interested in them, to 
the point where they have 
enough skills to enter special 
education classes. 
“There’s this big Catch 22,” - 
Miss Weir said. “If a child 
does not have basic skills like 
toilet training and self-feed­ 
ing, he can’t get into training 
classes.” 
Miss Weir 
founded 
Rain­ 
bows Unlimited, Inc., a non­ 
profit corporation, on the con­ 
viction that “institutions are 
not a 20th century concept.” 
Drawing on her own know­ 
ledge—she has a master’s de­ 
gree in education— and that 
of specialists in operant con­ 
ditioning, she wrote the pro­ 
grams. With her own savings 


and the help of friends and 
her church the? school was es­ 
tablished in the basement of a 


church, five days a week, 312 
hours each day. Volunteers 
received 40 hours of training 
from professionals. About half 


were parents of rétarded chil­ 
dren, almost all were house­ 


wives. 
The children were all re­ 
ferred to the program by oth­ 
ers which had failed to teach 
them anything. Michelle, for 
example, was in a special 
program for three years and 
by the end of that time was 
judged to be at the level of a 
six-weeks-old baby. With the 
help of Rainbows, her hori­ 
zons are brightening. 
“If he’s alive and breath­ 
ing, you’ve got a start.”

have been taught to detect 
, and retrieve military hard­ 
ware from the ocean, saving 
thousands of dollars and aid­ 
ing 
in 
weapons 
research. 
They also are taught to res­ 
cue frogmen and to protect 
divers from sharks . 
If, as has been reported, 
th e 
porpoises 
are 
being 
trained in more aggressive 
assignments, little is being 
said about it.“ 
The porpoises’ “sonar sys­ 
tem” —much like manmade 
radar—is so well developed 
that it is highly accurate in 
distinguishing between types 
of metals, sizes of objects and 
even types of submarines. 
Tests here have shown the 
porpoises nearly 100 per cent 
accurate in selecting between 
the smaller of two steel balls 
both barely two inches in 
diameter. (And that was with 
the porpoise blindfolded.) 
In short, the porpoise is 
highly intelligent and has a 
brain as large and as compli­ 
cated as that of man. Por­ 
poises 
learn 
quickly, 
can 
communicate well with man 
and lend themselves to soph­ 
isticated military uses. 
Although the Navy has gen­ 
erally refused comment on 
military missions of its mam­ 
mals, published reports in re­ 
cent years have hinted at 
some types of training milita­ 
ry porpoises are receiving, in­ 
cluding the “Kamikaze” por­ 


poise. He allegedly is trained 
to carry explosives and blow 
up enemy submarines—and 
himself as well. 
Others are reported to be 
trained to detect and attack 
enemy frogmen by pulling off 
their 
face 
masks, 
tearing 
their regulator hoses and pul­ 
ling off their swim fins. 
Although the Navy won’t 
discuss the mission, a ream of 
porpoises trained here report­ 
edly spent a year in Vietnam 
guarding 
Cam 
Ranh 
Bay 
against Communist frogman 
infiltration. Rumors said sev- 
e r a I Communist guerrillas 
w e r e killed by porpoises 
armed with switch-blade de­ 
vices on their snouts. The 
porpoises 
assertedly 
were 
controlled by radios operated 
by sailors from patrol boats. 
A British scientific publica­ 
tion suggested last year that 
a “man to dolphin” translator 
h a s 
been developed 
that 
transforms human speech into 
pitch modulated whistles un­ 
derstood by the porpoises. Ac­ 
cording to his report por­ 
poises—naturally friendly to 
man—were being taught ag­ 
gressive behavior by the im­ 
plantation of electrodes in the 
pleasure and pain centers of 
their brains. 
In reply to the various re­ 
ports of hostile activities by 
the porpoises, the Navy’s last 
official comment on the mat­ 
ter was: “In spite of science 
fiction, conjectural and sensa­ 
tional so-called news stories 
to the contrary, the Navy has 
never, is not and has no plans 
to train any animal to injure 
itself in any way in con­ 
nection with any alleged mi­ 
litary mission or tactic.”

There are increasing signs 
that evangelical Protestants, 
associated for most of the 
century with ultraconservat­ 
ism in social issues, may be 
ready to begin breaking away 
from total acceptance of the 
social status quo. 
While no one is likely to see 
evangelicals on new left pick­ 
et lines, their leaders and 
theologians 
recently 
have 
been preaching the doctrine 
that conservatism in theology 
is not the same thing as poli­ 
tical conservatism. 


Evangelicals are those Pro­ 
testants who generally hold to 
a strict interpretation that the 
Bible is the devinely inspired 
word of God that must be ac­ 
cepted literally. They also ac­ 
cept a traditional formulation 
of a basic Christian doctrine 
such as the Biblical story of 
the fall of man. the promise 
of salvation and a life hereaf­ 
ter through belief in Jesus 
Christ. 
In part because they view 
Christ’s work on earth as 
chiefly religious, evangelicals 
tend to a strict separation of 
t h e 
religious 
and 
social 
spheres in their lives. 
But at a recent conference, 
the 
conservative 
Christians 
were told that evangelical un­ 
derstanding of the Bible could 
very well mean they should 
be in the forefront of such 
struggles as those for peace 
and racial equality usually 
associated with liberal 
and 
radical politics. 
Richard V. Pierard, profes­ 
sor of history at Indiana State 
University, said bluntly in his 
keynote address: 
“Have evangelicals nothing 
else to say to people burdened 
down with misery and cares 
but 
the 
simplistic 
phrase 
‘Christ is the answer* and *we 
will pray for you’? 
“ From a Biblical standpoint 
there is no justification either 
for such indifference on the 
part of Christians to social is­ 
sues or an uncritical embrace

In the 19th Century, eva­ 
ngelists were not indifferent 


to social issues. They were in 
the forefront of the amislave- 
ry abolitionist movement, and 
were instrumental in setting 
up some of the nation’s first 
urban welfare programs. 
But in the early years of 
the 20th Century, 
in 
what 
evangelical 
historians 
and 
sociologists have termed “The 
Great Reversal.” 
American 
evangelicalism—in 
Pierard’s 
words— “lost its 
prophetic 
thrust and settled into a com­ 
fortable existence as a quasi­ 
established faith.” 


The extreme to which that 
reversal has gone, many be­ 
lieve, is illustrated by Billy 
Graham’s refusal to see the 
Vietnam War as a moral is­ 
sue. Many evangelicals also 
are smarting because Gra­ 
ham declined to use his moral 
influence with President Nix­ 
on 
in 
December 
during 
American bombing of North 
Vietnam. At that ume Gra­ 
ham, responding to criticism, 
said he was not “an Old Tes­ 
tament prophet” but a “New 
Testament evangelist.” 
According to Pierard, Gra­ 
ham’s unwillingness “to inter­ 
cede with Nixon to halt the 


bombing discredited him in 


the eyes of many Christians 
a n d 
essentially 
eliminated 
him as the possible leader of 
the 
movement 
for 
greater 
evangelical 
social 
involve­ 
ment.” 
Evangelicals, however, 
irt 
spite of the “Great Rever­ 
sal,” are not without social 
activist champions. 
One of 
the most outspoken has been 
S e n . 
Mark 
0. 
Hatfield, 
R-Ore., whose longtime oppo­ 
sition to the Vietnam War 
was based on essentially mor­ 
al and biblical grounds. 
Hatfield, earlier this year, 
startled the presidential pra- 


yer breakfast — the evange­ 
licals’ most “establishment” 


gathering—by warning against 
“the God of American civil re­ 
ligion,” a reference in the mar­ 
riage of evangelical theology 
and conservative politics. 
At the Calvin conference, 
Rep. John Anderson, R-Ill., 
touched on the same point. 
While he took a more sang­ 
uine view of what he called 
“the courtship” between the 
administration and evangelic­ 
als, he warned: 
“We must 
always 
guard 
ourselves against becoming a 
sort of civic religion which 
can do nothing more than bol- 


ster a political regime.” 
Pierard said that while so­ 
cially concerned evangelicals 
have been making some prog­ 
ress 
in 
recent 
years, 
the 
movement “currently seems 
to be on dead center.” And he 
left the delegates a challenge: 
“What shall it be—the com­ 
fortable majority of middle 
America or the prophetic mi­ 
nority of those who hold true 
to the word of God? The ram­ 
pant individualism of a deca­ 
dent bourgeois culture or a 
gospel applicable to the whole 
of life—including the econom­ 
ic, social, and political as 
well as the personal?”

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Poles have 
broad new 
travel rules

- 
Po­ 
land’s already liberalized re­ 
gulations on travel abroad by 
its citizens are easing further. 
As a result, more Poles are 
going to the West—and com­ 
ing back. 
This shift in government 
policy means a trip to Italy, 
France or Austria no longer 
is a privilege reserved for the 
exclusive use of politically re­ 
liable 
athletes, 
journalists, 
scientists and diplomats. 
For the first time in 25 
years the average Pole can 
visit the West: 
—Without a prior written 
Invitation 
from 
friends 
or 
relatives abroad promising to 
pay his room, board and oth­ 
er expenses while in their 
country. 
—Withuot fighting his way 
through a bewildering and 
frustrating maze of bureau­ 
cratic obstacles in order to 
get passport and visa. 
—And with more than a to­ 
ken $5 worth of foreign cur­ 
rency in his pocket. 
•‘It’s something I would not 
have believed 10 years ago, 
or even five years ago,” Zyg- 
munt Grzybowski, 44, a War­ 
saw waiter, said as he stood 
in line at a travel bureau on 
Constitution 
Square in 
the 
heart of the city. 
Grzybowski was 
applying 
for a hard currency allot­ 
ment, which is a revolutiona­ 
ry aspect of the new policy. 
In the past, as in most Com­ 
munist countries, hard cur­ 
rency 
reserves 
here 
were 
hoarded 
like gold to 
buy 
much-needed technology from 
the West. 
In those days each traveler 
who received permission to 
visit a capitalist country re­ 
ceived just $5, which was, ac- 
c o r d i n g 
to 
Grzybowski, 
“about enough to cover post­ 
cards and stamps for the 
folks back home.” 
Last year in a broad reiorm 
the government upped the in­ 
dividual allotment to $100 per 
adult every three years. It 
also dropped the mandatory 
w r i t t e n invitation require­ 
ment. 
In another series of moves 
this year leaders have among 
other things doubled the fund 
of western currency available 
to tourists going to the West 
(without revealing the actual 
size of the fund). They also 
adjusted the allotment to $110 
in February to offset effects 
of the U.S. dollar devaluation. 
Despite these changes, “go 
West” is not a call everyone 
can answer. A passport still 
c o s t s 5,000 Polish zloties 
($250) and the $110 hard cur­ 
rency allotment costs another 
5,000 zloties. 
In a country 
where the average worker’s 
monthly salary is 2,500 zloties 
($125), travel abroad still is 
out of reach for most.

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Uncertainty plagues parks bond proposal

City Council will be able to settle all the

Not only is the a m o u n t in ques­ 
tion 
— 
$840,000, 
or 
$972,000, 
or 
$1,230,000—’but so are some of the prop­ 
osed locations, the roles which the city’s 
commissions are playing, the timing of 
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the bond election and the question of just 
what should be on the ballot. 
The session itself, originally scheduled 
for 8 p.m. at a joint meeting of the coun­ 
cil with the Parks and Recreation Com­ 
mission, will now also be attended by the 
Planning Commission and the Commis­ 
sion on Environmental Quality (CEQ). 
Members of each will be there to have 
their roles defined and to detend their in­ 
terest in the bond proposal. 
The Planning Commission is concerned 
because it feels it has not been consulted 
by the Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion regarding the proposed location of 
two new parks. 
, 


The planners are presently compiling a 
general m aster plan for the city, includ­ 
ing land use. and feel that the Parks and 
Recreation Commission, in proposing its 
bond needs has taken into consideration 
only the present needs and not those of 
the future. 
They want the council to put off a deci­ 
sion on the bond issue for at least ano­ 
ther month, so they can present a rough 
dratt of the land use plan that may indi­ 
cate better locations for the parks than 
the present ones. 
The Parks and Recreation commission, 
starting with a bond amount of $840,000, 
has now proposed a $970,000 bond issue. 


The bond package includes establish­ 
ment of two new parks: one in La Verne 
Heights at Aldersgate Drive and Cham­ 
bers Avenue, and the other at Third 
Street and Wheeler Avenue. 
Some councilmen already have voiced 
their disapproval of the Wheeler Avenue 
location because it is only two blocks 
away from the existing Kuns Park. 
Planning 
Director Charles Le Gros 
feels there are more suitable locations in 
La Verne Heights than Aldersgate-Cham- 
bers. 
As for the CEQ, it has asked the coun­ 
cil to consider the purchase of 154 acres 
of land for open space at the cost of

Agency to take 
second look at 
Chino annexing

SAN BERNARDINO — Members of 
the Local Agency Formation Commission 
Wednesday wall take a second look at a 
City of Chino request to annex 14 parcels 
containing about 1,000 acres. 


The commission received the applica­ 
tions last Wednesday then voted to contin­ 
ue the m atter for one week so property 
owners and others interested in the prop­ 
osed annexations could appear at a pub­ 
lic meeting to express their opinions. 
“ I did not even know what specific 
areas were being considered for annexa­ 
tion until I arrived at the meeting,” said 
County Supervisor Ruben S. Ayala, an 
LAFC member. 


“ Legally, wfe could have taken action 
regarding the annexation requests. But 
this would be morally wrong. People in 
these areas had no prior knowledge that 
these would be discussed since they had 
not been advertised." 
In seeking a one-week continuance, 
Ayala stressed that he would not vote on 
these 
proposed 
annexations until 
the 
people had been notified. 
Ayala recalled that one area being 
proposed for annexation had also been 
considered in joining th e 'C ity of Chino 
when he served as mayor. “ People at 
the time voted strongly against it,” he 
noted. “ Because of the opposition then, 
these peoole should be allowed now to 
voice their opinions.” 
The area is bounded by Philadelphia 
Street and Phillips Boulevard and Cen­ 
tral and Benson avenues. 
"I am not so sure the city is ready to 
provide water and sewer facilities tor 
these new areas.” said Ayala. ” l want 
information showing the city’s capabil­ 
ity.” 
The areas being proposed for annexa­ 
tion all lie within Chino’s zone of in­ 
fluence, 
previously 
adopted 
by 
the 
LAFC. 
Gale Carr, Chino’s planning director, 
said the city is seeking to annex the 14 
parcels to provide for a more uniform 
boundary. 
“ Most are peninsulas or islands which 
are either completly surrounded by the 
city or being encroached on three sides.” 
Whenever a traffic accident occurs on 
some outlying street which is half inside 
the city and half outside, it is difficult to 
tell who Is the investigating agency, he 
added. The annexations would help clar­ 
ify this. 
"It is only a m atter of time until these 
areas are annexed into the city. This is 
an opportunity for them to come into the 
city.” 
Only three of the 14 proposed annexu 
tion areas have residential developments 


said Carr. The remainder are presently 
undeveloped. 


“ These are areas that can have city 
services 
as 
developments 
are 
ex­ 
tended," he added. “This would have to 
be done in an orderly manner.” 


C arr supported the week’s continuance 
LAFC action. “ There should be a delay 
to let people know of the proposed anne­ 
xation*. This will give them an opportun­ 
ity to testify before the LAFC.” 
A number of people in these proposed 
annexation areas have indicated interest 
in joining the city over the past six 
months, he added. “This doesn’t include 
all of them.” 
The LAFC may choose to “ pull out” 
some of the proposed areas if there are 
any problems, said Carr. “We proposed 
the most logical boundaries so the city 
could perform in the most efficient man­ 
ner.” 
The present size of the city is 13 
square miles or 7.600 acres, he added.

Blames design in ve/Wc/es for death, injury toll 
Assemblyman calls for greater school bus safety 


SACRAMENTO — Although the na­ 
tion’s safest form of mass transportation 
long has been the school bus, the legisla­ 
ture should be looking ahead towards in­ 
suring that safety, 
according 
to 
As­ 
semblyman John V. Briggs, R-35th Dist. 
“The number of deaths and injuries re­ 
sulting from school 
bus 
accidents 
is 
proportionately lower than any compa­ 
rable 
mode 
of 
transportation,” 
said 
Briggs. 


“ lomorrow’s safety record, however, 
may well be less than comforting. For 
while injury figures for other types of 
transportation are declining, those for 
school buses are inching upward. 
“The prime suspect for this alarming 
trend is design.” 
Despite the fact that safety engineers 
have made major advances in passenger 
car design,, lew improvements have been 
applied to the bus, he pointed out. 


And according to an insurance industry 
study, the school bits is essentially the 
same structural unit which carried chil­ 
dren to school 35 years ago. 
“ Industry and government have been 
slow to move in this area partially be­ 
cause of a paucity of reliable and uni­ 
form data and partially because school 
bus safety records have been relatively 
good. 
“ However, it is a,i irony that past safe­ 


ty records should be cued to preclude 
new safety devices.” 
Briggs introduced legislation last year 
to require passenger seat belts in school 
bities. The bill died when expert wit­ 
nesses couldn’t decide whether bus seat 
belts w'ould be helpful or harmful in a 
collision. 
“Clearly, the subject deserves vigorous 
scientific research and experimentation,” 
said Briggs. 


Bus >afetv defects most often cited are 
seating arrangements, exterior consiruc­ 
tion and interior design. 
Again this year legislation has been in­ 
troduced in the Assembly to require pas­ 
senger seat belts in school buses and 
again the proposal is being opposed in 
the Assembly Transportation Committee. 
“ It is up to state and local govern­ 
ments in California to do something, and 
soon, to improve the satety features of 


the 12,500, out-moded school buses our 
children rely on today,” said Briggs.

Filing reform helps 
homeowners 


A bill now pending in the state legislature would 
improve the present procedures for filing property 
tax exemptions. 
It would be a help to both the property owners 
and state and county governments. 
The exemption saves each property owner about 
S233 a year in property taxes, but only if the exemp- 
; tion form is filed. 
However, upwards of 60,000 property owners do 
not file for one reason or another and thus they lose 
this saving. In Los Angeles County, failure to file is 
highest in areas with a large black population, 
where the owners may most need the savings. 
County Assessor Phil Watson says that it costs his 
department $700.000 a year to process exemptions 
and he has to hire more than 300 people between 
February and May just to handle the applications. 
The law currently say s a property owner must tile 
each year, but most of that work is repetitive, be­ 
cause 83 per cent of the owners still have the same 
property they had the year before. 
As a method of saving of lot of taxpayer money, 
we think that the bill in Sacramento should pass. 
The present system that requirt's tiling every year 
is a waste of taxpayer money. 


Question is, is 
that junk junk? 


The thing about moderi art, or most of the stuff 
that is passed off as art, is that there is simply no 
way to judge it. 
Take the minor tragedy that befell sculptor John 
Chamberlain in Chicago the other day. Chamberlain 
is an "abstract expressionist” who fashioned tw o 
336-pound, six-foot-high sculptures out of junk metal 
— twisted automobile bumpers, crumpled washing 
machines and the like — all welded together in an 
abstractly expression is tic manner, or expressionisti- 
eally abstract manner. 
Chamberlain valued the sculptures at a total of 
$20,000— and who is to gainsay him? 
At any rate, it seems that one Walter Kellv, own­ 
er of an art gallery, made the mistake of taking the 
sculptures outside his warehouse to clean them up 
for a propsective buyer. 
‘‘I had them covered with canvas but the wind 
blew’ it off. 
said Kelly. ‘‘Buildings are being rerv> 
vated in the neighborhood and a lot of junkmen ar* 
around hauling things away.” 
Junkmen. Junk sculpture. You’ve guesvHI th*> en­ 
ding. Even the offer of a $1.000 reward failed to 
turn up the missing works of art. 
The moral: Either, (a) it’s too bad we don’t have 
more esthetically sensitive junkmen in this country 
or. to» sculpture ought to bear characteristics which 
even to the untutored eye set it apart from the gen­ 
eral run to inventory one find- in a typical junk-yard. 
Which suggests one test of modern art. If a colli- 
sion between an automobile and a brick wall pro­ 
duces a res It indistinguishable from some of the 
thing1- enshrined in our museums, then either, (a) 
auto crashes are a grea’ art form or, (b) junk sculp­ 
ture is junk.

Chotiner’s note - to Haldeman was 
dated Nov. 3, 1971. By Christmas eve, 
Hoffa was out of prison. His sentence 
was commuted by President Nixon af­ 
ter hundreds of thousands of dollars 
had been contributed to the Nixon 
campaign and after Hoffa pledged to 
“deliver” the Teamsters Union into the 
Republican fold in 1972. 


Campaign cash 
One source close to the Teamsters

claimed the union had raised more 
than $750,000 for Nixon, most of it in 
cash, during the 1968 and 1972 cam­ 
paigns. Much of the money came from 
Las Vegas gambling lords whose ca­ 
sinos were financed by the Teamsters’ 
pension fund, swore our source. 
Another source close to the President 
told us the amount was smaller. But 
all sources agreed that a huge cash 
collection was turned over to former 
Attorney General John Mitchell, in be­ 
half of the Teamsters, by crime-con­ 
nected Allen Dorfman. 
Mfrchell flatly denied receiving any 
Teamsters contribution. “1 was in the 
business of expending money, not re­ 
ceiving it.” he told us. 
Dorfman has been linked by the New 
York Times to Mafia mobsters who al­ 
legedly have been trying to cut them­ 
selves into a Teamsters’ medical pro­ 
gram on the West Coast. The Times 
quoted from an FBI affidavit, which 
claimed Dorfman put Hoffa’s successor 
as Teamsters president, Frank Fitz- 
simmorfs, together with the Mafia mob­ 
sters in California last February.

After his meetings with the mob­ 
sters. Fitzsimmons flew back to Wash­ 
ington with President Nixon on the

We have spend several weeks piecing 
together the story of Hoffa’s release. 
Fitzsimmons made several approaches 
to Mitchell, beginning in mid-1969, to 
secure a parole for Hoffa. A promise 
of parole by Thanksgiving 1970, how­ 
ever, fell through. 
A confidential file shows that Hoffa’s 
son, James, made a new approach in 
early 1971 to Murray Chotiner who was 
identified by the code name, “Mr. Pa­ 
jamas.” Contrary to published reports, 
Chotiner received no contributions or 
fees but assisted Hoffa for political 
reasons. On April 11, a Hoffa family 
friend, Charles O’Brien, spoke to Hoffa 
by telephone. A Teamsters associate, 
who also got on the phone, reported in 
a confidential memo: 
“I told him that I passed on all infor­ 
mation concerning himself to Mr. Pa­ 
jamas who was pitting same in the 
proper place so that the decision ma­ 
kers could make evaluations . . . (Hoffa) 
then told me that if he were out, not 
only could he deliver the Teamsters 
Union for the Republican party in 1972 
but that he could also deliver many, 
construction trade unions as well. He

The con.uct man in the Justice De­ 
partment, thereafter, was Will Wilson, 
then chief of the Criminal Division. He 
told Chotiner on Aug. 10 that both the 
President and Mitchell wanted “ to get 
the Hoffa matter out of their hair.” 
Two days later, Wilson promised that 
“ everything either has or will be done 
by Aug. 20 to assist in the release ol 
Hoffa,” but warned it was best “ not to 
move too rapidly (to avoid) premature 
stories in the press.” 


Still nothing happened. On Oct. 7, 
young Hoffa appeared in a letter to 
Mitchell. The letter quoted Wilson as 


saying that Mitchell had personally ap­ 
proved an “ understanding that the Jus­ 
tice Department would make a recom­ 
mendation for immediate release on 
parole. I specifically asked him whe­ 
ther my understanding was with him 
alone or whether it was with you and 
the administration. He assured me that 
it was with you.” 
Chotiner subsequently sent Haldeman 
a chronological account of the efforts 
to free Hoffa, along with a note sug­ 
gesting “ it should not take this long to 
perform if there is going to be any per- 
lormance.” 
Footnote: The confidential file indi­ 
cates that Hoffa suspected Mitchell 
and Fitzsimmons of deliberately hol­ 
ding up his release. Chotiner refused to 
comment, saying he “ does not discuss 
matters involving the White House.”

He is a book broker. As di­ 
rector of the Regional Tech­ 
nical Aids Center of the Agen­ 
cy for International 
Devel­ 
opment (AID) in Mexico City, 
Berg has helped Mexico City 
and Buenos Aires increase 
their stature as the publishing 
and intellectual capitals of 
Latin America. 
For about $2 million a year, 
Berg’s small team accounts 
ior roughly one-fifth of the 
technical titles published each 
year in these two cities. 
“ Everybody loves <us,” he 
said in an interview. “ Publi­ 
shers on both sides of the bor­ 
der love us.” 
The center’s efforts result 
in translation rights sales by 
U.S. publishers and in the 
building of a market for them 
ui Latin America. It has help­ 
ed create throughout 
Latin 
Amertca a network of about 
100 non-profit campus book­ 
stores, and has sharply in- 
c r e a s e d the libraries of 
educational institutions. 
“Institutions love 
us 
be- 
c a u s e their libraries get 
books that would not have 
been available without 
us, 
and students love us because 
they 
get 
book* 
at 
lower 
prices," Berg said. 
According 
to 
the 
World 
Bank, one of the great needs 
of many developing countries 
is “a better and cheaper sup­ 
ply of locally produced text­ 
books.” Berg contends that 
the books underwritten by the 
U.S. AID program can mean 
as much to education 
as 
school buildings constructed 
through other assistance pro­ 
grams. 
Three Americans and 23 
Mexicans staff the Center in 
Mexico City. One American 
and eight Argentines operate 
the Buenos Aires office. 
Each year this tiny corps 
helps produce about 200 com­ 
mercial books, about 120 non­ 
commercial 
booklets 
and 
pamphlets 
and 
about 
150 
rilms and filmstrips in 
iih. U.S 
missions in 
countries help distribute these 
to bookstores and libraries. 
The Center works by 
tracting with a locaJ publisJ 
and guaranteeing a minimi

lects. The greatest emphas 
is on agricultural titles ar 
educational subjects. 
Berg said the Center also

Programmed learning ii 
a method of organizing th< 
content of a course so the stu 
dent can wade through the 
material, step by step, with 
minimum assistance from * 
teacher. 
The cost of books to stu- j 
dents is lowered through the 
nonprofit bookstores and high- 
e r v o l u m e publishing of 
educational texts. Berg said 
hu project’s goal is “ to pro­ 
vide in Latin America the 
technology and expertise of 
the United States in key de­ 
velopment fields in the major 
language of the region in or

Coyotes on 


more to New 


England 


CONCORD, NH. (UPI) - 
The eerie wail of the coyote 
is heard these days not only 
on the lone prairie but in 
woodlands 
throughout 
New 
Hampshire. 
Half New Hampshire once 
was farmland but now 90 per 
cent of the state is listed as 
forested. 
Humans 
in their 
westward 
migration 
aban­ 
doned farmland and factories 
and land reverted to a wilder­ 
ness hospitable to the coyote. 


“They have migrated from 
the west over the years," said 
Helenette Silver, wildlife re­ 
searcher for the New Hamp­ 
shire Fish and G a m e De­ 
partm ent. 
"They 
evidently 
have been changed somewhat 
in the course of migration. 
"We believe ours do have 
some wolf genes in them, but 
they are definitely coyote, j 
They breed true—they repr­ 
oduce themselves, not some 
sort of mongrel. 
"There never has been a j 
census of coyotes here. They ' 
are increasing slightly but 
they are no problem as far as 
predators on the deer popula­ 
tion,” Mrs. Silver said. She 
said about 14 sightings were 
reported in the past half year. 
Mrs. Silver became a co­ 
yote expert willy-nilly in 1960 
when a litter of five coyote 
pups was dug out of a den 
near Croydon. N.H., and turn­ 
ed over to her and her former 
husband to raise. 
From then through 1966, 
with all costs paid by the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
and grants from Harvard, the 
Silvers raised a series of co­ 
yote families and coydog or 
coyotedog crossbreeds, for the 
purpose of studying their be­ 
havior. 
Eventually all the animals, 
100 in number, were turned 
over to Harvard for physical 
examination 
While die did raise a few 
coydogs, Mrs. Silver stressed 
that all 
coyotes 
seen 
or 
caught in the wild in New 
Hampshire were true coyotes. 
"They are all over New 
Hampshire. They seem to Mke 
the river valleys. There are 
more up north, and there is a 
nest of them in central New 
Hampshire. They are larger, 
with broader muscles, heavier 
bones and bigger feet than 
western coyotes,” she said. 
The first coyote identified 
is such in New Hampshire 
»as shot in »44 by a fox hun­ 
ter. T h e first Hve specimens 
taken were the pups Mrs. Sil­ 
ver raised, and within hours 
persons who had never seen 
the animals were describing 
them as everything from coy- 
dogs to E u ro p e a n werewolves, 
she said. 
"People called to say they 
had been seen 20 miles from 
New York City and was it 
sate to go on the streets,” she 
recalled. 
"The human population is 
increasing rapidly and not a 
single person has been de­ 
voured,” she said drily. "Re­ 
ports of deer kills are rela­ 
tively few and largely unsubs­ 
tantiated." 
She said much of the co­ 
yote's 
food 
is 
vegetation, 
small mammals and insects 
considered 
detrimental 
to 
man. "They have a place in 
decreasing water pollution by 
consuming many carcasses 
that would otherwise pollute 
streams.”

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Bush feels 
'74 Bruins 
'best yet' 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - In 
his ninth year as head of I 
UCLA’s track and field jug-! 
gemaut, Jim Bush has some 
news that is likely to make 
his the nation’s other college 1 
coaches cringe. 
A World War II veteran 
who hardly looks it, the 46- 
than his 1966, 1971 and 1972 
NCAA championship teams. 
“A lot of people won’t be­ 
lieve me,” he smiled, “be­ 
cause they don’t know who 
we’ve got coming in but our 
team next year is going to be 
even better than this season. 
Now that should be some 
team.” 
Bush isn’t allowed to reveal 
w ho his new athletes will be 
next fall but his statement is 
a blockbuster considering the 
caliber of the 1973 Bruins, 
who should give the West­ 
wood school its third straight 
national title next month. 
In fact, the straight-talking 
UCLA coach says: 
"Without a doubt, this is 
the greatest college track and 
field team ever assembled. 
Ihere are people who have 
told me the 1962 Oregon team 
w as the best but I’ll sit down 
and argue this out with any­ 
one and show them in black 
and white that I’m right. This 
team has amazing depth and 
that’s why it’s the best. 
"My 1966 team was my 
previous best at UCLA up to 
now but it had, say, one good 
man in an event to, say, 
three in the same event on 
this team.” 
The NCAA championships 
are a month aw'ay—June 7-9 
at Baton Rouge, La. 
"It may be harder for us to 
win the Pac-8 than the nation­ 
als,” Bush admitted, 
“be­ 
cause Oregon will score so 
many points in the Pac-8 in 
the distances. In the nation­ 
als, that should be a different 
story because there will be 
other schools to cut into their 
distance points.” 
The Webfoots and USC will 
give the Bruins the most 
trouble 
in 
the 
conference 
meet, according to Bush. 
That will be the same sto­ 
ry in the nationals and throw 
Brigham Young in 
there, 
too.” he added. 
None of Bush’s UCLA ath­ 
letes won a gold medal at the 
Munich Olympics 
although 
Wayne Collett captured a sil­ 
ver at 400 meters and Dwight 
Stones took a bronze in the 
high jump. At Montreal in 
1976, it could be a different 
story. 
For example. Bush is con- 
v i n e e d sophomore Benny 
Brown, from Sunnyvale, Ca­ 
lif., will break ex-Bruin John 
Smith’s world record of 44.5 
seconds at 440 yards. Brown 
ran a 45.6 at a freshman and 
has a best of 45.5 this year. 
“Benny is capable of run­ 
ning in the 44s this year,” the 
coach said. “Right now he’s 
ahead of both John and 
Wayne at the same stage and 
that’s really saying something 
because they were two of the 
greatest.” 
Then there’s Stones, who 
set a school record of 7-3 in 
the high jump as a freshman. 
After Munich, be decided to 
ait out a year. 
“Dwight will be back,” 
Bush promised, “and he has 
talent galore. He was just too 
young before but he’s more 
mature now.” 
If UCLA wins at Baton 
Rouge. Bush would become 
the only living coach to win 
more than two consecutive 
NCAA track titles. The late 
Jess Mortensen won five in a 
row at USC from 1951 through 
1955. 
“I have to feel we’ve pas­ 
sed USC now,” said Bush, 
who came to UCLA after 
three years at Occidental to 
replace the veteran Ducky 
Drake when the latter retired 
after If years to concentrate 
on his duties as the Bruins’ 
head athletic trainer. 
“Before,” 
he 
continued, 
“USC used to get all the 
track athletes in Southern 
California but not any more. 
We’ve worked so hard at 
UCLA to turn the situation 
around and we plan to work a 
lot harder."

NEW YORK (UPI) - In 
the wake of public outrage 
over lead poisoning, the Fed­ 
eral government has declared 
war on lead by requiring the 
paint industry to purge the 
metal from its products. 
A recent Federal ruling all 
but abolished lead from non- 
industrial paint by lowering 
its acceptable level to .5 per 
cent. The statute, which be­ 
came effective Jan. 1, 1973, 
also reduced the content of 
other dangerous metals used 
in paint. 
The paint industry, target 
of the so-called paint crusade 
launched two years ago after 
New York City hospitals lin­ 
ked the high incidence of lead 
poisoning in slum children to 
their habit of eating chips 
from window sills and walls, 
was quick to join the ranks of 
the anti-lead cause.

The aged get call to action

NEW YORK (UPI) — The time is now 
tor a nation with its array of social ac­ 
tions through the years to turn some of 
its people power to another neglected 
group—the aged. 
One authority in the area of family 
and housing development says that “lar­ 
gely as a result of stereotypes, older per­ 
sons constitute 
the 
largest 
deprived 
group in America. 
“They are deprived m terms of in­ 
come, health care, nutrition, sex, hous­ 
ing, transportation, acceptance, dignity 
and even spiritual well-being. 
“ Perhaps above all else, we often view 
the aged as having no further need for 
selfactualization, nor a capacity to con­ 
tribute further to their world.” 
The call to action for the aged comes 
from James E. Montgomery, Professor 
and Head of the Department of Manage­ 
ment, Housing and Family Development, 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State 
University. 
Montgomery outlines his “Magna Car­ 
ts of the Aged” In the current “Journal 


L . 


ol Home Economics”, publication of the 
American Home Economics Association 
(AHEA). 


Montgomery notes that over the years 
the Inited States has shown a great ca­ 
pacity to spawn an array of s o c i a l 
movements—the populist movement, suf- 
frage lor women, the labor movement 
and more recently, civil rights and wom­ 
en’s liberation.” 


He lists some of the programs already 
initiated for the over-65 group, such as 
Social Security, old age pensions, Medi­ 
care and Medicaid, and subsidized hous­ 
ing. 
But what’s needed further, he says, 
are extension, coordination and more 
comprehensive 
programs 
to 
improve 
their lot. 
Needed too are basic changes that will 
foster “rising expectations” for further 
development of the aged so that they are 
richer within, and erasure of the ste­ 
reotype of the aged as “wells run dry.” 
Montgomery 
makes 
several 
other 
points in his Magna Carta. 
In 1969, the median income of families 
whose head was over 65 was $4,803, con­ 
trasted with the median of $10,085 for fa­ 
milies whose head is under 65, 


More than one-fourth of all older 
Americans live below the poverty line. 
On the average, older persons have 
more health problems than any other 
age group. Nevertheless, many of them, 
despite Medicare 
and 
Medicaid, 
are 
unable to find and pay for much needed 
medical care. 
In like manner, he says, many of the 
aged suffer from malnutrition. The 1971 
White House Conference on Aging stated 
that from one-third to one-half the health 
problems of the elderly are related to 
inadequate nutrition. 
I he rate of home ownership in the ol­ 
der population is high, but many of the 
dwellings are old, rundown, expensive to 
heat and hard to clean and operate. 
Frequently the homes are located in 
older neighborhoods, which make it diffi­ 
cult for the aged to get to and from 
shopping, medical, recreational and re­ 
ligious services. And it’s estimated that 
no more than 40 per cent of those 65 and 
over have a driver’s license. 


It is “imperative" that the n a 1 1 o n se­ 
riously examine retirement policies, es­ 
pecially compulsory retirement—“there 
are many indicators which show that It 
is an outmoded, outdated practice.”

Youth programs for teens include spe­ 
cial trips to the beach, to camp, to Dis­ 
neyland or to special television shows. 
The teens plan their own programs and 
raise money for service projects and 
trips. 
Then 
programs • also 
include 
learning various crafts such as stitchery 
or macrame. Club groups have helped 
with an outreach recreation program 
throughout the year, and the young 
people will participate as junior leaders 
in the summer program. 
The YW brings together mothers with 
pre-schoolers, in its Moms and Tots pro­ 
gram by providing outings to various 
parks in the area. 


The YWCA is also known for its class 
activities. A very popular class is tennis, 
taught by Margaret Overin in six-week 
sessions in the fall, winter and spring. A 
new kind of class offered currently is 
“La Raza: The Chicano in our Commu­ 
nity.’ It is a seminar to further unders­ 
tanding of cultural differences.

It all started in 1907 when Anna Jarvis 
of Philadelphia asked her church to hold 
services in memory of all mothers on the 
anniversary of her own mother’s death. 
A lot more than an outpouring of senti- 
nent has happened in the last 65 years. 
Mothers have taken a lot of lumps. Thir­ 
ty 
years 
ago, 
author 
Philip 
Wylie 
scalded all Mothers by coining the word 
Momism—in his book “Generation of Vi­ 
pers.” The Mom practically suffocated 
her children. Recently sociologists and 


writers have declared Motherhood itself 
may be in trouble. Some ask—who needs 
it? 


What is the status of the Mother 
image, really? 
For an interpretation we turned to 
Clark W Blackbur, general director of 
the Family Service Association of Ameri­ 
ca. He’s been head of the voluntary or­ 
ganization with 320 local agencies for 21 
years. 


He said the family people have wat­ 
ched the proclaimed and popularized 
fads in family relationships rise and fall 
like hemlines. But is Motherhood as we 
know it threatened with extinction by the 
swiftly changing values and shifts in cus­ 
toms? Hardly. Blackburn asked: 
“Who else in this world except a moth­ 
er is going to take en all the rotten 
chores of caring for a child?” 
The chores include: wiping noses, fly­ 
ing kites, building sand castles, smiling 
when a kid spits peas at you, staying up 
through the night with a sick child, wip­ 
ing the mud off, toilet training and so 
on-all the way up until the kid reaches 
teenage and developes either a hate for 
his-her mother or a big communication 
gap characterized by a teen-age voca­ 
bulary consisting of three words: yes, 
no, fine. 
If it’s so good, the condition of mother­ 
hood, why don’t all women—those who 


are able— become Mothers sometim 
“Motherhood,” Blackburn said, “shou 
never be a forced condition. Every 
male of child-bearing age today is 
mother, however. Potentially or in fact 
“The vast majority of them want ch 
dren. If they did not, our adopti 
agencies would disappear overnight, i 
those orphaned and abandoned childr 
would be institutionalized and that wot 
be bad ”

Blackburn said there isn’t any e- 
dence to show that the majority of woi 
en don’t want children. They simp 
don’t want as many.

N ew chemical 
may save 
elm trees 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
»tately American elm m a y 
be saved from the lethal a n d 
ubiquitous 
fungal 
infection 
called Dutch elm disease by 
injecting a chemical called 
benomyl. Known since 1969, 
the anti fungal chemical has 
proved to be highly active 
against disease. Injection of a 
sufficient amount to offer pro­ 
tection has not been possible 
on a large scale with large 
trees. 
But two groups of 
scientists have developed a 
high pressrre injection tech­ 
nique that can introduce 20 
gallons of the chemical into 
large trees in 10 to 30 min­ 
utes. The injection technique 
was developed by E.B. Himel- 
ick of the Illinois Natural His­ 
tory Surrey in Urbana and 
Winard K. Hoch and asso­ 
ciates of the U.S. Department 
o f 
Agriculture’s 
Shadetree 
and Ornamental Plants Labo­ 
ratory in Delaware, Ohio.

Girls spend 
more than boys 


NEW YORK (UP!) - Girls 
outspend boys early in life, a 
lead they apparently never 
relinquish, in the Rand Youth 
Poll’s 20 years of charting the 
fiscal habits of America’s 
young people, girls at least 
have held the lead over their 
male counterparts. 
‘ ‘ T h i s disparity becomes 
significant at the early teen 
level with our studies among 
13-through-l5 year olds show­ 
ing girls disbursing $6.10 a 
week compared with $5.55 
among boys," says Lester 
Rand, president of the firm 
which specializes :n youth 
market researcn. 
At the 16-through-19 y e a r 
old level the lead is widened. 
The young ladies spend $18.90 
to $17.85 for the boys. Teen­ 
age girls have been found to 
be greater impulse buyers 
than young men. There’s so­ 
mething else, Rand noted. 
The boys spend most of the 
money on other people, usual­ 
ly their dates. The girls spend 
most on themselves.

cent of whom — 1,800,000 — 
will be marrying for the first 
time. Will these be bare-foot­ 
ed brides? Will they be “do- 
your-own-thing” weddings? 
Brides Magazine, which has 
never seen better times, says 
it sees a return to a degree of 
formality in weddings, “the 
beads, the long dirty hair, are 
out,” 
says 
Mrs. 
Barbara 
Donovan, the magazine edi­ 
tor. “It’s as if society is say­ 
ing it is itime to shape up a 
little.” 
In large numbers — nobody 
really knows what the exact 
are — young people 
have been returning to the 
! i5re-Reformation 
custom 
of 
wnat for lack of a better term 
can be called trial marriage. 
; hj this instance, you might 
ask, what happens to the 
traditional white wedding, the 
formal engagement, the wed­ 
ding and engagement rings, 
the invitations and announce­ 
ments? And even the gifts? 
There is no indication that 
the often drastically changed 
lifestyle of young people has 
changed the tradition of the 
wedding 
as 
much 
as 
we 
might think. Recently Bonwit 
Teller’s and Bergdorf's win­ 
dows in New York were com­ 
pletely 
filled 
with 
formal 
white wedding outfits. The 
bridal veil, once the symbol 
of virginity, was on every 
mannequin, 
although 
last 
year beautiful bridal hats won 
considerable popularity. 
My own mail (some 30,000 
letters 
a 
month) 
indicates 
that some 90 per cent of wed­ 
dings are traditional. The Chi- 
c a g o T r i b u n e reported 
recently that there, tradition­ 
al gowns sell best, although in 
the summer gowns are less 
formal. 
Tiffany in New York, the 
bastion of elegance, will not 


p r i n t wedding invitations, 
only engrave them, on clas­ 
sical papers — never in color. 
Bendel in New York, which is 
considered avant garde in its 
stationery department, admits 
that it sells only 12 per cent 
of its wedding invitations and 
announcements in the radical 
avocado green engraved in 
white or black, salmon with 
white or black, red with yel­ 
low, cr pale blue with white 
or black. The rest is still 
traditional. 
The diamond is still 
the 
bride’s best friend. In a sur­ 
vey of 1,200 brides, 74 per 
cent had diamond 
engage­ 
ment rings and of those 74 per 
cent, 30 per cent of the girls 
under the age of 24 had dia­ 
mond wedding rings as well. 
And it doesn’t matter if an 
engagement 
ring 
stone 
is 
very tiny indeed. Sentiment 
does not get in the way of 
“trading up” as years 
of 
marriage go by. The origianl 
stone eventally may find it­ 
self set next to a more im­ 
pressive one, contingent with 
some anniversary. Men, 
it 
s e e m s , feel strongly the 
status value of an engage­ 
ment ring. And 90 per cent of 
the wedding ring sales, by the 
way, are to couples who plan 
double ring ceremonies, ac­ 
cording to Tiffany. 
As for wedding gifts, today 
they pose some problems. If a 
couple has been living togeth­ 
er a year to two years before 
they are ready for the wed­ 
ding 
ceremony, 
they 
may 
have collected quite a lot of 
household goods. Immediate 
families are coming to accept 
the situation with more or 
less equanimity, 
but 
it 
is 
sometimes difficult to explain 
to great Aunt Hilda that the 
couple has little 
need 
for 
some of the things once con­ 
sidered 
traditional 
wedding 
gifts. A check may be the 
perfect answer. 
With 
birth 
control, 
trial 
marriage and even abortion, 
it seems to me there is less 
headlong rushing into mar­ 
riage. Lord and Taylor in 
New York finds that 15 per 
cent of their first marrying 
brides are 30 or over. Career 
girls who are “smart’*. They 
may, however, want tradition­ 
al marriages with floor-length 
gowns, perhaps in non-tradi- 
t i o n a 1 materials such as 
matte 
jersey, 
embroidered 
heavy linen and the favorite 
floating chiffon, but all cho­ 
sen with an eye to further 
wearing. 
And 
no 
barefoot 
brides go to Lord and Taylor, 
where the 
lovely 
Mexican 
wedding dress, they predict, 
will continue its popularity 
for summer weddings.

And so the wedding picture 
changes — but perhaps not as 
drastically as some people 
think. There are some supr- 
ises. 
With the odds against them 
(one out of every three mar­ 
riages, it is estimated, now 
ends in divorce) our young 
people seem as much mar­ 
riage oriented as ever, Res­ 
pite the great change in our 
mores. Recently I found out 
about pre-engagement rings. 
These are tiny’diamond chips 
in an engagement ring setting 
— the equivalent, one psy­ 
chiatrist told me, to a train­ 
ing bra, and one step above 
friendship rings. When the 
real engagement ring is pre­ 
sented, 
the 
pre-engagement 
ring presumably goes into the 
jewelry box as the stone is so 
tiny you can hardly find it. 
However, they are being heav­ 
ily 
merchandised 
in 
some 
parts of the country. 
Although increasingly young 
people are living together be­ 
fore marriage, sometimes for 
quite protracted lengths of 
time (often while they are 
going through college), they 
usually marry in time and 
even have a honeymoon. 
The original purpose of the 
honeymoon was to give a 
young couple time to know 
one another physically and 
emotionally under very pri- 
v a t e circumstances, 
away 
from their families and usual 
associates. This need no long­ 
er exists for many young 
marrieds. But, says Robert F. 
Warner, Inc., agents for great 
hotels all over the world and 
merchandisers 
of 
“hon­ 
e y m o o n packages,’’ their 
business is fine. They even 
sell the package to “second 
honeymooners” 
(older mar­ 
r i e d s celebrating anniver­ 
saries). 


Honeymoons, of course, are 
often wedding presents from 
one or both sets of parents. 
Who would \gant to refuse 
one? It is true, Rober F. War­ 
ner told me, that many young 
people from less than affluent 
backgrounds save for a long 
time -p~ sometimes with joint 
accounts — toward a hon­ 
eymoon, even though their 
pre-wedding relationship is al­ 
ready distinctly intimate. The 
honeymoon is still part of the 
romance of the wedding. 


Traditional wedding 
vows 


often undergo revision at the 
request 
of 
young 
couples. 
Even Tricia Nixon had in­ 
cluded in her vows some lines 
from the Phophet by Kahlil 
Gibran. Some write their own 
vows, with a greater or lesser 
success depending on the lit­ 
erary ability, just as some de­ 
sign and write their own wed­ 
ding invitations and announce­ 
ments. Some of these latter 
are charming, and some an 
exercise in poor taste. Unless 
one has a sure talent, the tra­ 
ditional is always a safer 
choice. 
Very occasionally 1 have a 
letter asking me to recom­ 
mend some book or guideline 
on the preparation of home­ 
made wedding vows. I have 
always said that I feel the 
traditional ones are so beauti­ 
ful, 
so 
time-tested, 
there 
should be no need for “orig­ 
inal’* compositions. 1 still feel 
so. with perhaps some few ex­ 
ceptions. I am able to say 


now that there is such a 
guideline in a new book called 
The New Wedding, Creating 
Your Own Marriage Ceremo­ 
ny by Khoren Arisian (Alfred 
A. Knopf — for May publica­ 
tion). 
Well, perhaps. But it seems 
to me that this idea is no 
l o n g e r 
a 
mat t e r 
of 
spontaneity if it is subject to 
such guidelines, and the love­ 
ly vows which served gener­ 
ations 
and 
bound 
together 
millions of happy marriages 
could — just possibly — be 
much better. 
As the French 
say, 
the 
more things change the more 
they remain the same. As 
new ways of doing things are 
set up — radical at the time 
— they are in time turned 
into rule, which is why I 
change my book very slowly 
and thoughtfully while keep­ 
ing my eyes wide open. Not 
all radical departures stand 
the test of time.

court, table tennis, and bar­ 
becue and picnic areas. 
The recreation center has 
areas for billiards, television 
viewing, cards, dancing, and 
a fireside lounge. 
The 232-unit complex fea­ 
tures 
four 
different 
plans. 
These are the Winesap, a one 
bedroom and one bathroom 
plan: the Macintosh, a more 
spacious one bedroom 
and 
one bathroom plan; the Jona­ 
than, a two bedroom and two 
bathroom plan; and the De­ 
licious, a two bedroom, two 
bathroom plan with formal 
dining room, patio-view living 
room, patio kitchen and large 
m aster bedroom suite.

Sleep of the weightless 
piques medical curiosity 


HOUSTON (UPI) - One of 
the medical tests to be con­ 
ducted 
aboard 
the 
skylab 
space station will try to deter­ 
mine how well man sleeps in 
weightless space. 


A s t r o n a u t s on shorter 
flights in the past have had 
s o m e 
t r o u b l e 
sleeping 
soundly. And if sleeplessness 
occurs on longer flights, doc­ 
tors say a pilot’s performance 
could be affected. 
Dr. J.D. Frost Jr. of Baylor 
College of Medicine said per­ 
formance changes caused by 
moderate sleep loss are hard 
to measure, but “ from past 


performance, we feel sle^p 
may be even more of a prob­ 
lem on longer flights like sky­ 
lab.’’ The first three skylab 
pilots will remain in space 23 
days and two later crews will 
each live in space for 56 
days. 


To measure the amount and 
quality of sleep, one astronaut 
on each mission will wear a 
skull cap while he sleeps. Th*» 
cap is equipped with devices 
to measure brain activity that 
shows 
whether 
a 
man 
is 
sleeping and eye movement 
that 
tells 
how well 
he is 
sleeping.

cerned with the land, its use 
and the maintenance of its 
valw>, the Realtors of this 
community have an obligation 
to assume leadership in the 
continuing battle to preserve 
the environment, said James 
G. Odom, president of the Po­ 
mona Valley Board of Real­ 
tors. 
“Enviommental 
protection 
agencies at all levels of go­ 
vernment are demonstrating 
more and more muscle in for­ 
cing—or better—persuading in­ 
dustrial offenders to abide by 
the pure air and water stan­ 
dards established for their 
communities. 
“With increasing frequency, 
service clubs, college frater­ 
nities and other community- 
minded groups are organizing 
campaigns to clean up a pol­ 
luted stream or a trash-laden 
park. And thisis all to the 
good," he added. 
But concern for the environ­ 
ment goes beyond such desi­ 
rable activities. Ecology is 
defined as th etotal relation­ 
ship between man, other or­ 
ganisms ana the environment. 
For those who live where it is 


possible to do so, frequent 
contact with nature is one of 
llife’s stimulating pastime«—a 
walk through sunny wood», a 
restful pause on a grassy 
bank overlooking a sparkling 
stream. 
“Too often, these pleasures 
are beyond the daily reach of 
c i t y 
dwellers, 
and 
they 
needn’t be. The trees, water, 
b i r d s and peaceful 
con­ 
templation can be found in a 
city park as well as rural 
woods. 
“ Planning to assure city 
dwellers the availability of 
such facilities is receiving in­ 
creasing attention, and this is 
as it should be. One evidence 
of this concern is the mount­ 
ing attention to proper land­ 
scaping. 
“We see more effective use 
of trees, shrubs and other 
plantings to afford the home­ 
owner privacy and the enjoy­ 
ment of nature in surroundings 
of his own choosing. 
“As a Realtor, I know that 
attractive 
landscaping 
also 
can add substantially to the 
value of the property,” said 
Odom. 
Architects frequently work 
with landscape architects at 
the early stages—often when 


the site is being selected—to 
develop surroundings which 
will bring city dwellers in clo­ 
ser contact with nature in a 
pleasing way.

in some cases are at the

“ Of course, to achieve this 
result, planning costs and up­ 
keep costs will be sustained. 
But do you really object to 
paying your small share of 
the cost of a flower bed be­ 
side a walkway or the salary

workmen 
mowing 
the 
grass? 
“ It’s cheaper than driving 
through traffic to an outlying 
spot where nature provided 
the trees and floweres. And 
it’s a much more available 
satisfaction.’*

CHICAGO (UPI) - Keith 
Kingbay pedals bicycles 7,500 
miles a year—and peddles 
bicycle safety wherever and 
whenever he can. The 58-yea- 
rold cyclist calls bicycle safe­ 
ty efforts in the United States 
“a farce.” 
“ You see too many cyclists 
going the wrong way in a 
oneway street,” he said in an 
interview “too m a n y wear 
dark clothes at night and 
operate bikes without lights. 
They don’t stop at stop signs 
or stoplights, and the police 
don’t bother to enforce these 
violations.” 
Kingbay, however, doesn’t 
blame only police. “It’s the 
whole society. No one wants 
to enforce laws against cycl­ 
ists,” he said. 
“What cyclists don’t real­ 
ize— end what a lot of police 
and other authorities fail to 
emphasize—is 
that 
traffic 
laws for motorists apply to 
cyclists, too. 
“Traffic laws were written 
for a purpose—safety. Violat­ 
ing them is just as dangerous 
for a cyclist as it is for a mo­ 
torist. The law should be the 
same for both.”

Kingbay said a biycle edu­ 
cation program recently de­ 
veloped by the National Safe­ 
ty Council (NSC) is one step 
in the right direction. The 


NSC program 'is in pamphlet 
form and available on request 
at minimal cost. 
“The Illinois Department of 
Education also has put to­ 
gether a program that is very 
t h o r o u g h and effective,” 
Kingbay said. This program 
is actually a course available 
at no cost 
to any public 
schooi in the state requesting 
it. 
“ But none of them is any 
good unless they’re put into 
efiect where they’ll do the 
most good,” he said. “What’s

“We do just about 
all our cycling together. One 
of our favorite trips is to 
Prairie View, 111., about 35 
miles away.

“The other thing, which is 
much more important, is the 
studying of the human phys­ 
iological system, which is like 
a complicated machine. We’re 
just beginning to get smart 
enough to sit down and do an 
almost engineering drawing 
of how the body works. 
“ The body is constantly af­ 
fected by gravity on earth, 
'lake away that gravity and 
see how it behaves and then 
you can go back and rewrite 
the equation and know better 
how the whole physiological 
system puts it all together.” 
Space flights in the past 
have shown that many astro­ 
nauts lose weight during the 
flight, have a small loss of 


calcium in the bones and a 
reduction in muscle mass and 
strength. 
The Skylab flights have ex­ 
periments and tests to keep 
up with the changes in the as­ 
tronauts’ bodies during the 
flight and to test later for the 
more 
minute 
changes 
not 
readily noticed. 


Nineteen 
experiments in­ 
cluded in the biomedical pro­ 
gram 
are 
in 
four 
major 
areas: the crew performance 
during their stay; the phys­ 
iological effects and predicted 
effects over even longer pe­ 
riods; study of fundamental 
biological processes affected 
by weightlessness; 
and 
the 
engineering quality of mach­ 
ines needed to keep a watch 
on the astronauts’ changes. 
The astronauts 
will 
take 
blood, urine and fecal sam­ 
ples during 
the 
flight 
for 
analysis later by doctors on 
the ground. They will look for 
several chemicals to learn the 
physiological 
alterations 
of 
the body’s systems. 
Two pieces of equipment 
are critical to the flight. A lo­ 
wer body negative pressure 
device measures how the car­ 
diovascular 
system 
adapts 
during the flight and can help 
the astronaut know if he will 
have major problems when 
he returns to earth. 


A bicycle ergometer is used 
to take an electrocardiogram 
of the heart’s functioning and 
the pulse and blood pressure 
of the astronaut as he rides 
an excercise bicycle. The bic­ 
ycle not only gives the crew- 
man needed exercise to keep 
muscles and bones fit, but 
shows how much stress the 
system can handle when he re­ 
turns to earth.

HOUSTON (UPI) - Several

only a prelude to the future of

The scientists hope to geth- 


er a wealth of data from the 
three 
Skylab 
missions this 
year, but the future years 


hold the biggest

sing. 
T h e 
experiments, 
done 


through six pieces of equip­ 
ment on the giant orbital 
workshop, give scientists in­ 


formation 
about 
the 
earth 
that is hard to collect on the 
plant’s 
surface, 
said 
John 
Zarcaro. deputy manager of 
the earth resources program 
office at the Johnson Space 
Center. 
Most of the data collected 
will be photographs of earth 
features, hopefully furnishing 
information on planned land 
use, something that will be­ 
come more important as the 
population increases, Zarcaro 
said. 


The cameras and other in­ 
tricate instruments used in 
more than 143 different ex­ 
periments, are mounted on 
the outside of the Skylab ve­ 
hicle. 
The 
astronauts 
will 
have to work closely with 
only one of the instruments, 
a n i n f r a r e d spectrometer 
which measures heat instens- 
ity in earth objects. 
An 
experiment 
using 
a 
m i c r o w a v e 
radiometer, 
scatterometer and altimeter 
experiment will study ocean 
conditions, ice covers, flood­ 
ing. rainfall, soil types and 
seasonal vegetation changes, 
Zarcaro said. 
“The investigation with this 
instrument should give us a 
lot of useful information now, 
but it primarily should help 
us develop the next family of 
microwave sensors that can 
really help us trom space,” 
he said. 
“The sea investigations fit 
m o r e 
into the 
worldwide 
weather 
systems 
that 
will 
help shipping companies de­ 
cide the best routes and fish­ 
ermen 
look 
for 
the 
best 
piaces to get their catches,” 
Zarcaro said. 
Scientists will use the mul- 
tispectral 
scanner, 
which 
measures radiation data ref­ 
lected and emitted from the 
earth, to check pollution of 
bodies of water. 
“We 
will 
look 
at 
Lake 
Tahoe on one experiment,” 
Zarcaro said. “ We should be 
able to learn such things as 
what is carried into the lake 
by rain water and how this 
affects the fishing and recre­ 
ation and usefulness of the 
lake.” 
Another device, the L-band 
microwave radiometer, meas­ 
ures the temperature of cer­ 
tain areas of the world and 
g i v e s information on the 
ocean surfaces, meteorology 
and earth surface features. 
The other instruments use 
cameras to record data about 
the earth features. 
“ We can learn so much 
through these types of sen­ 
sors,” Zarcaro said. “We can 
learn

CAPSULE REVIEW by’ Bob Nagey — Though vou may have 
seen a production of “ Oliver!" before, either on the screen or 
when it first, toured Los Angeles in 1902, there are at least two 
good reasons why you might want to see it now at the Pavilion 
oi the Los Angeles Music Center. 
One is the delightful antics cf Ron Moody, the original mu­ 
sical Fagin, thenman who created the role — a far cry from 
the miserable, frightening character that Charles Dickens 
created for “ Oliver Twist” in the 1830s. 
The other is the superb choreography of Lee ! heodore, who 
had done similarly good work for the “ West Side Story” at the 
Lincoln Center in New York City 
Just don’t worry about the singing; if you’re not too critical, 
you’ll enjoy hearing cnce more such favorites as ‘‘Where Is 
Love?” “ As Long as He Needs Me.” and “ I’d Do Anything.” 
And no great voices are needed to put over such numbers as 
You’ve Got to Pick a Pocket or Two,” “ Reviewing the Situa­ 
tion.” and “ Consider Yourself. ’ 
The roles of Fagin and the Artful Doduer. played by David 
Jones, are done with such dedication in this presentation that 
they totally overshadow the more conventional performances 
of Karen Morrow as Nancy, Colin Duffy as Oliver, and Joh 
Cypher as feill Sikes. 
A standout, perhaps beuause he appears ahead of both 
Moody and Jones, is Dale Malone as Mr. Bumble, whose 
opera-trained voice (“ Oliver” and “ Boy for Sale ’) sets a stan­ 
dard that’s too much for the rest of the cast to follow. 
This opening musicale of the 3Gth Los Angeles Civic Light 
Opera season runs through June 30. The curtain comes down 
at 10:50, allowing you ample time to get heme before midnight

“Cities” of com plex design situated beneath the floor of the 
sea? T hat sounds like science fiction, but isn't. Intricate underground 
structures designed and inhabited by comm unities of burrowing 
marine life were filmed by Capt. Jacques Cousteau and his crew 


for “ 5 0 0 Million Y e a rs Beneath the Sea,” a presentation of A B C 
News’ The U ndersea W orld of Jacques Cousteau airing on A B C . 
Thursday at 8 P M . 


Mysterious tracks on an unpopulated undersea desert off New 
Caledonia in the Pacific, the oldest of the existing oceans according 
to Darwin, led Cousteau and his divers to an “ intriguing” series 
of holes burrowed in the sediment. The discovery cam e while 
the captain and his crew were studying the effects of man's pollu­ 
tion on millions of years of life and searching for a living fossil— 
the beautiful hard-shelled nautilus. Ingenuity was needed to capture 
the underground architecture of the night feeding and rarely ob­ 
served burrowing creatures that represent the most primitive form 
of marine life. 


The solution was a fast-setting plastic. In a dive led by Capt. 
Cousteau and his son 
Philippe, the liquid plastic, heavier than 
sea water, was poured 
into holes in the bottom to reveal the 
structure of the hidden com m unities. W hen the divers emerged 
covered with flakes of plastic that had to be washed from their 
hair with paint rem over. Capt. Cousteau noted ruefully, “ Paint 
remover, we discover, is also skin rem ov er.” 


Submerging again to rem ove the plastic molds, divers used a 
high-output water hose to blow 
away silt. Eerily beautiful and 
complicated forms of surprising proportions were brought up to 
the surface. The si/e of the “ mold city” revealed that under each 
square foot of sea bottom there are two feet of intricate tunnels 
made by m any tvpes of mysterious residents. 


T o unravel the mystery. Philippe Cousteau led the divers in a 
nocturnal expedition to capture the marine “ night shift” below on 
film.

’ve got very universal food tastes. There’s 
virtually nothing I don’t like. I particu­ 
larly like lighter food, such as the 
herring dishes they serve at the Copen­ 
hagen Restaurant in New York, where I’ve 
been going for 16 years. 
It’s easy to see why my work has broad­ 
ened my palate as well as my waist! I’ve 
had a chance to sample foods from many 
places. I usually find that foreign dishes 
prepared in native quarters-for example, 
the rijsttafel (rice table) in Indonesia—is 
not like the marvelous Indonesian food I 
learned to love in the Netherlands. I don’t 
care for all the heavy peanut oil they use 
in their cooking in Indonesia. 
I don’t like to see food prepared in front 
of me. I intensely dislike restaurants where 
you sit around an open hearth and see 
them charcoal your steak in front of you. 
I’d much prefer they prepare it somewhere 
else and bring it out to me. 
I think I would enjoy cooking if I had 
the time. I’d like the chemistry of it: try­ 
ing out new things and mixing things to­ 
gether. That could be fun and something 
I’d like to do, but I’ve just never had the 
time. 
In the past I’ve said I’d like to be a 
happy Irish drunk, a song-and-dance man; 
so maybe now one of my fantasies is to 
learn to cook! I lead a Walter Mitty life— 
I want to be everything! 
The Peking trip sharpened and widened 
my taste for Chinese food. In fact, it 
opened up a whole new world for me. One 
of the difficulties is trying to duplicate their 
kind of food in the United States. It really 
requires a Chinese, preferably someone in 
government or a high personality in his 
own right, to order in a Chinese restaurant. 
I don’t think the average man, walking in 
off the street and ordering from a Chinese 
menu, gets what the kitchen is really ca­ 
pable of preparing. 
We entertain in our home with too 
much Midwestern hospitality. Betsy, my 
wife, overfeeds me! We entertain in very 
small numbers and not very often, unfor­ 
tunately, because my timetable doesn’t 
permit it.

or many baseball players today, 
swinging 
devil-may-care 
life­ 
styles are the vogue. But not for 
Harmon Killebrew, the Minnesota 
Twins' quiet giant. 
Killebrew is one of baseball’s "con­ 
stants.” Most Valuable Player in 1969 
and the American League’s Player of 
the Year in both 1969 and 1970, he 
has won the American League’s home- 
run championship five times, and is 
one of only two men in baseball his­ 
tory to hit more than 40 home runs 
per season for eight or more seasons. 
(The other was Babe Ruth.) 
Yet to hear Killebrew tell it, being 
an idol at the stadium doesn’t count 
for much if a man is a failure at home. 
"The responsibility of parenthood 
is awesome,” says Killebrew, father 
of three young daughters and two 
tecnaged sons. “There’s nothing more 
challenging and rewarding than help­ 
ing a youngster mold his life into that 
of a mature adult. After all, someday 
I’ll retire from baseball, but I’ll always 
be the father of my children. And if I 
fail with my family, nothing else mat­ 
ters.” 
Back home in Payette, Idaho, Kille­ 
brew grew up as a quiet farmboy, 


respecting his parents and dedicated 
to baseball. As a grade schooler he 
fastened an oatmeal box above a door 
and pitched a tennis ball into it hour 
after hour. He also persistently battled 
imaginary curve balls by swinging his 
bat at lilac bushes and anything else 
that helped him adjust his swing to 
different levels. 
Later as a teenager, Killebrew es­ 
tablished a reputation as Idaho’s ath­ 
letic Paul Bunyan. In addition to his 
baseball heroics (a four-year batting 
average of .500), he was a high school 
All-America quarterback and an all- 
star basketball player. 
One yarn has it that at the insist­ 
ence of his girl friend, Elaine Roberts 
(whom he later married), he once re­ 
signed from the football squad be­ 
cause of her fears that the game was 
too dangerous. So Killebrew watched 
the next game from the grandstand- 
and part of the bleachers collapsed! 
Quickly convincing Elaine that the 
playing field had to be safer than this, 
he suited up during half time and 
scored two second-half touchdowns to 
win the game!

season of big-league baseball. It’s not 
all glamour, he says. He particularly 
dislikes the frequent separations from 
his wife and children. Six weeks of 
spring training and all the regular- 
season road games keep him away 
from home a lot of the time. 


Si) how does the home-run slugger 
maintain his patriarchal influence in 
the Killebrew home? 
“I’ve learned the difference between 
quantity time and quality time with my 
, wife and kids,” he says. “Merely sit­ 
ting in the same room watching TV 
isn’t real quality time. At our home 
we do things together.” A particular 
key is something called Family Home 
Evening, a program that happens to 
be instituted by H annon’s church 
(he’s a M orm on), but which could 
work in any home. In the Killebrew 
home it works like this: 
One night a week is sacrosanct. No 
outside activities arc scheduled. H ar­ 
mon, his wife and five children get 
together for an evening all to them­ 
selves. “On that special night we may 
cook a favorite recipe together,” 
Killebrew says, "or play games, or 
sing songs, or plan a fishing trip or leaf 
through the family scrapbooks. But 
most important, we’re together. 
“On those evenings we can discuss 


each other’s personal aspirations. We 
can solve family difficulties as a group, 
not as a know-it-all father handing 
down decisions. We hold family coun­ 
cils, and there we work out the rules 
of our household. A child is much 
more apt to obey a rule if he helped 
set it.” 
Killebrew has some specific ideas 
on how parents can combat distrac­ 
tions that discourage family unity. 
"Children should be taught early that 
they’re a special part of their family 
and not an intrusion into a marriage. 
Their feelings, apprehensions and 
yearnings must be considered from 
the beginning. A child is drawn from 
his family only if it fails to meet his 
needs as a human being. The home 
must be made the center of a child’s 
life, not just a place where he sleeps

and picks up some lunch money. 
There’s nothing more fun than search­ 
ing and discovering as a family.” 
And how does he suggest a father 
gain the confidence and respect of his 
children? 
"The obvious answer is really the 
only good answer,” he says. ‘ Set a 
good example. It’s foolish to do things 
you don’t want your children doing. 
Even at an early age, children are 
often more discerning than we give 
them credit for. A big mistake is for 
a parent to take the attitude of ‘Do 
as I say, not as I do.’ T hat’s hypocrisy, 
and nobody-especially a teenager- 
wili learn from a hypocrite.” 
Killebrew believes effective parent­ 
hood has far-reaching implications, 
and likes to illustrate his point with an 
anecdote: 
“One evening, a young boy ap­ 
proached his father, who was loung­ 
ing in an easy chair reading the paper. 
‘Dad, will you help me put this puzzle 
together?’ the youngster asked. ‘It’s 
a beautiful map of the world.’ But his 
dad wanted to relax and told him to 
do it alone. The boy later returned 
and again requested help, but again 
his father asked not to be bothered. 
Finally the boy announced, ‘Look, 
Dad, I put the map together!’ His 
father replied, T h a t’s great. How’d 
you do it so fast?’ And the boy an­ 
swered, i turned the puzzle over, and 
there was a boy on the back. I dis­ 
covered that if I put the boy together 
all right, the world came out okay.’ 
“Now that story may seem corny 
to some,” Killebrew says. “But it’s the 
way I feel. If we help our children put 
themselves together right, the whole 
world might eventually 
n m 
straighten itself out.”
